In the rear under review, His Excellency Nawab Sir 
Mohamad Ahmad Sayeed Khan Baliadiir, Nawab of 
Chattaii, K.C.S.I, C.LE:, M.B.B., LL.D. President of 
the Nizam’s Executive Council remained Chancellor. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Sir Mehdi Yar Jung Bahadur, M.A. 
(Oxon.), D.Litt. (Osmania) acted as Chancellor till the 
end of Anierdad 1353 F. and from the begining of the 
academic year acted as Pro-Chancellor on the newly creat- 
ed post. 

Syed Mohamad Azam, M.A. , (Cantab;) Was ap- 
.j^ihted as the whole time Vice-Chancellor and the Pro- 
Chancellorship \yas abolii^ed. Prof. Hosain Ali Khan, 
B.A. (Oxon.) besides Working as Head of the Fnglish 
Department also carried on the duties of the Provost, 
Dr. Syed Hussain, M.Sc., Ph.D. (London) remained Re- 
gistrar. 


In tlie year under reveiw, an All-India Law Con- 
ference was held Under the auspices of the Osmania Uni- 
versity. His Excellency, the President of the Executive 
Council, inaugurated the Conference with the Royal 
Message of H.E.H. the Nizam. The Law Exhibition 
formed an mteresting feature of this exhibition and it was 
opened by Dr. Na-wab Sir Mehdi Yar Jung Bahadur, tl e 
Member for Education, 

In December 1943, the forty-fifth annual session of 
I tiie Board and the meetings of the Hni- 
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veisities Quinquennial Gonfei’ence were held under the 
auspices of the Osmania Univeraity. 

Since the begining of the academic year, the 1st 
Year (Arts) of the University was transfered to the City 
Intermediate College. Under these circumstances, the 
number of admissions fixed for each Intermediate College 
was increased from that of the past years. In all the five 
hostels of the University the students were accommodated 
in a large number. In view of the growing needs of the 
students another Imstel (U) was opened. 

Last year, arrangements were made for the teaching 
■•gf, Commerce and Geography in the 1st year. This year 
have been made for tbe teaching of these 
class. Orders %vei*e passed 
that the Classed that were opened 

in tUe Woinen's College, Ostb^a University, should he 
continued foi- a fuiiber period of two years. The scheme 
for opening Intermediate tJlasses in Dainl-uloom High 
School has been drawn up and submitted for sanction to 
the Government. 

It is highly encouraging that the tendency to promote 
iesearch, by every possible means, has been uniformaly 
progressive. In the year under report, from Shehresvar 
iH53 F. one student was admitted in the Ph.'D. in the 
department of Aifs and three in the Department of 
Science. Among the seventeen candidates there were also 
five members of the staff studying for the Ph.D. This 
year a sum of O.S. Rs. 2,000 was spent on purchasing books 
and manuscripts for the students of Arts from the funds 
reserved for Kes8ai*ch; and for research work in the 
Science Departments;; O.S, Rs. §,000 were sanctioned 
for the purchase of appamtus and books. 
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The publication of the eight volume of the Mujmoa- 
T dhhekat-Ilmiya of the departments of Theology and Arts 
■and that of the eleventh edition of the Eeseareh Journal 
of the Department of Science is a proof of the fact that 
both the students and the staff are actively engaged in re- 
search and their taste for research is ever on the increase. 

In various All-India Conferences, the members of the 
staff represented the Osmania XJniversity and read •'.heir 
theses. Extension lectures and extra-mural lectures were 
also arranged. 

On account of the conditions laii^ing from the war no 
new construction work was undertaken. The const ruction 
of the Science Colleges procee^id-' 

At th§,^d year under review, the number of 

was 3,501, as against 3,057 of 

last year anl this is inclusive of the number of students 
in the Intermediate and tbe Teebnical Collies. 

Last year, the number of students in the Women's 
College was 214 but this year it rose up to 230. 

■The Higher Secondary Examination instead of the 
Matriculation Examination has-been introduced in li.E. H. 
the Mzam’s Dominions since the year before last and it is 
conducted by a separate Board. The results of the Matri- 
culation Examination could not remain unaffected, par- 
ti eulaiiy in the year under reveiw, as only the detained 
candidates of the past years had appeared for the exam- 
ination, and due to this the results were unsatisfactory. 

The total number of candidates in ■tlie University 
examinations for 'the year 1353 E. was 3,331 as against 
3,633 of the last year. 



Eveiy possible effort was made to make the Proctorial 
System effective and with the co-operation of the students 
arrangements were carried on in a better way. I’he Uni- 
versity Training Corps was engaged, as usual, in the com- 
pletion of its courses.

Resnlfs of Ihe. UMircrsitij Examinaliom 

The results of the University examinations for the 
year 1353 F., have been summaiised in Appendix D. 
3'he number of candidate.s who appeared at these exam- 
inations was 3331 as against 3633 last year. 
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In the Theology Faculty at the Matriculation exam- 
iaation 22.22 per cent, of the candidates were successful 
and in the Arts Faciilri' of the same exaininatiou 39.49 
per cent. The lui satis factoiy results of the ^latrieiila- 
tion examination were due to the fact that the unsuccess - 
ful students of the prerious years numbering 960 were 
ihe only candkla1«?s wlm appeared for the Matriculatioii 
Examinatiem because after 1351 F., rlie Higher Second- 
ary Oertiticate Examinati«ai coiulucted by a separate 
Board, has l^een substituted I'or the .Matriculation Exam- 
ination of the University. 

At the Iiitcuniediate ('xamination 14.28 per (;eiit., of 
the candidates in the Theology Faculty and 30.1 per cent, 
and 34.47 jier cent, in the Science and Arts Faculties were 
successful. 

In the Theology Faculty of the B.A. examination 
27.27 per cent., and in tlie Aris Faculty 40.35 per cent, 
of the candidates and in the B.Se. examination 32.75 per 
cent, of the total number of catididutes were successful. 

In the Arts Faculty of ihe M.A. ( Previous) e^iam- 
iuation 90 ])er cent, passed, and in the Faculty of Theology 
100 per cent. The successful candidates in the Arts and 
Theology Faculties of the JM .A. (Final) examinatiiai were 
93.75 per cent, and 100 per cent, respectively. The re- 
sults of the M.8c. (Previous) and M.Sc. (l!'’inal) exam- 
inations were 80 per cent, and 100 per cent, respectively. 

In the Faculty of Law, the percentage of success in 
the LL.B. (Previous) examination was 64.6 per cent, 
and in the LL.B. (Final) examination 88.63 per cent. 
During the year under repori, the LL.M. (Final) exam- 
ination was held for the first time and 83.33 per cent, 
passed. The results of the LL.M. (Previous) were 75 
per cent. The successes in the Dip-Ed. and M.Ed. 
examinations were 76.19 per cent, and 75.71 per cent, 
jespeorively. 
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Fresh Achivissions 


At tJie close of the year the total iiiimbei' of students 
in all the Faculties of the IhiiA'Ccsity was 3501 as against 
3057 last year. These figures include the students of the 
Intermediate and tlie Technical Colleges. The First , 
Year (Arts) class was removed from the University Col- 
lege, Adikmet, while in the City Intermediate College 
First Year classes in Commerce, G-eography aird other 
subjects were opened. The maxiniimi number of students 
that could be admitted to the first year class of that Col- 
lege had been fixed at 250 ; but this was now raised *aiid 
the admissions rose from 248 in the last year to 467. The 
number of students in the Second Year class was 352 as 
against 221 last year. The total mmiber of students in 
the college section as a whole was 819 as against 469 last 
\ ear. In the Intermediate College, Chaderghat, the se- 
cond year class was opened at the beginning of the acade- 
mic year, the number of students in the above class being 
■77. It is gratifying to note that the strength ;d' i he 
Women's College was 230 as against 214 last year. The 
figures for the Eiigirn'oriug and IMedical Colleges also 
recorch'd an itujreaso. The number of students in rhe 
various sections has been shown in Appendix A.

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Proctorial System 

For a few days at tlie he^inniTi8' of the year under 
review, Prof. Ziaiiddin Atisari aefed as Senior Proctor. 
On the Srd of Dni 1353 F., Prof. AFd. Saeeduddin took 
charge of the office and continued as Senior Proctor dur- 
ing the whole of the year. Mr. Latif Ahmed Faroo<[i 
discharged the duties of Proctor, ’^^ess^s. ATohd AKuni 
and Molid. "iMoinnddin were apiiointed Pro-Proctors and 
they were entrusted with the general supervision of the 
students tra’i^elling b^• ti*ain. ISfr, Mir Asad Ali was 
transferred to the Boy Scouts Department and Mr. Sharif, 
Husain was appointed as Pro-Proctor in his place, being 
entrusted with all the arrangements comieeted with buses 
to and from the University. In order to help the Pro- 
Proetors in the arrangements connected with buses and 
trains, proctorial monitors were appointed as before 
from among the students. With their co-operation more 
suitable and satisfactory arrangements have now been 
made for transport. The Senior Proctor receivedi the 
whole-hearted co-operation of Pi'o-Proctors and Prec- 
torial Monitors in all these matters. 

It is regrettable to record that on the 6th of Dai a stu- 
dent who was travelling by train with a counterfeit 
pass was put under arrest. The events that followed 
and the manner in which they were dealt with by the 
I'uiversity xiuthorities have been briefly explained in the 
iwo Comraimiques appended to this repoii as Appendix F. 

Umiversity Hostels 

During the year under report only Science students 
were admitted io the first year (dass of the University and 
as in former years residence in the hostel was made com- 
pulsory, exemptions being granted by the Vice-Chaneellor 
only to a very fe'W students on grounds of health or other 
circurastan<^s. . 
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During the current year there was a rush for admis- 
sions in the hostels, so that only a few days after the Fii'st 
Term started, nil the hostels W(‘re alreadv full and many 
fipplieatioiis for adiYiission had to be rejected for lack of 
accommodation. The hostels, where all kinds of facili- 
fies are provided to the students in spite of rationing and 
other difficulties naturally attracted a much larger num- 
ber of applications than in prerdoiis years. Realising 
the needs of the large number of students seeking accom- 
modation in the Hostels, the Vice-Cliancelfor, urgently' 
put through a scheme for a new (F) hostel which was 
accordingly opened on the 1st Aban, 1353 F., in the build- 
ing vacated by the Dairatul Maarif. 

Mr. Fakhrul Hasan, Junior Ijeeturer in Economies, 
was appointed the Junior Warden of the new hostel, 
Mr. Imtiaz Husain Khan, Warden of the D Hostel, being 
appointed the Superintendent. Arrangements for board 
for the students of this Hostel were made in the Kitchen 
and Dining Hall attached to the D Hostel. 

Mr. Veerayya, student of Ph.D. (Final) was appoint- 
ed Junior Warden of the D hostel. 

Messrs. Khalil ur Rahman and Mrutaiijaya Rao 
continued to be in. charge of the Dining Halls Ho, 1 (Hon- 
Yegetaiian) and Ho. 2 fVegetarian) respectively. 

Curricular and extra-curricular activities ctoitiniipd 
in all hostels. Particulai' attention was devoted to 
(treating academic interc'sts among the stndent.s and pro- 
moting their physical and moral well-being. Each of 
the hostels has a reading rumn and a debating society, 
rorapetitinns in essay-wiiting and in elocution were held 
in each Igistel and prizes weie distributed on the occasion 
of Animal Catherings. Following past traditions, a 
conference was held in the A hostel in which members of 
the staff and the boardem read papers on x^arious subjects. 
The Conference was a great success. The boarders also 



. went on excursion to the Mzain Sagar and tlie Ali Sagar. 
The boardei’s of the C hostel arranged a rein' snc(;essfhl 
nnisieal pi'ograinme on the 3rd of Mehii* 1353 F. The 
students of the T> hostel arranged an excursion to the 
Sagar and Ali-Sagar, as in previous years. Some 
members of the staff also accompanied the students. A 
manuscript magaizine entitled Unit if was brought oiit by 
the D hostel on the same lines as in the previous year. 
The students of Hostels (E) anid (P) also took an active 
part in all curricular and extra-curricular activities.

A Medical examina- 
tion of the O.T.r. cadets was held dnrim? the year. The 
T.A.T.C. cadets were also medically examined by the 
Militaiw doctor of the Air Headquarters and the Janior 
Medical Officer of the Tlniversity. Students suffering' 
from inflnen?.a, dyspepsia and cliarihoea were sent to the 
Osmania Hospital for treatment. 

The Junior Medical Officer also made a re-pilar 
inspection of the Hostels in the University area and the 
litcli&hi?. attached to the Dining Halls as well as of*the 
hostels, g'iwng necessary instnicti(ms with regard to the 
sanitary measures. 

A hospital was founded by the Public Works De- 
partment, adioining the Nursery’' Garden, for the medical 
relief of the lalwnrers. This hos^ntal has now been re- 
moved by the Public Works Department. The Vice- 
Ohanccllor promised to jjrovide medical relief to the staff 
of the Building Project from the University Dispensary. 
As a result, the staff of the Project also benefited from 
the University Dispensary, besides the students of the 
University resident in the hostels and the day-scholars.

Mr. Mir .Asad .Mi, Chief Physical Instructor, Avas 
in charge of the physi<‘al training class till tlm beginning 
of Amai'dad 1353 P. Exercises were prescribed in ac- 
cordance wilh file curricnium. Mr. Afir Asad Ali was 
transferred to tlu' College of Physical Education in 
Amardnd 1353 P., and Air. Habibnlia Hnsaini was a.p- 
pointed in his iiiace as Chief Physical Instructor. The 
physical exiu'cise classes cmitimied under the supervision 
of Afr. Sanaulla Khan. Milk was supplied as before to 
the students after exercise. Attendance at physical 
exercises, O.T.C., and games which had been made com- 



pulsory foi’ boarders and for day-scholars to the extent 
of 70 per cent, was relaxed and made optional.

(a) Engineering' College: — Dr, S. P. Rajn, B.A. 
(Madras), B.E. ( Poona), ]\I.LE. ( India), i^ii .1) , (Eng .) 
(Munich) , continued to serve as tlie Principal ( > f the Eagi - 
neering College, during the year, iU. the close of the 
year, .the number of students was 116 as agauist 76 last 
year. Of these 19 who belonged to the fourth year of the 
B.E. class wei'c deputed for practical work. Out of 116 
students belonged to the Medianical Engineering 
class and the rest were students of Chul Engineering. 
The number of students in the Subordinate class was 135 
as against 94 last year. 

The exammation results were good, 38 out of the 
30 students who appeared for the B.E. first year passed 
siiecessfully, seven securing first classes. In the B.E. 
second year (Civil) 12 candidates appeared out of whom

. , Arrangements were juade for the reservation of tiue 
seat for Hyderabad students in the Aeronautical Engi- 
neering Course of the Indian Institute of Science. It is 



a matter for gratification that Nawab Ahmed iTawaz 
Jung Bahadur donated a sum of B.G-. 4,500 out of which 
three scholarships of 1,500 each will be given to indents 
for three years. 

One of the graduates of the Engineering College ■who 
%Yas awarded this scholarship is receiving instruction in 
Aeronautical Engineering in Bangalore. 

In the Hydraulics laborator57^, research work was 
(lone under the supervision of Dr. S. P. Raju. Experi- 
ments "v^^ere carried out on the effective length of olelique 
wires and their discharges. The Strength of Materials 
Laboratory continued to be under Mr. Ziauddin Ansari. 
^Ir. Sakaram Beerkar continued to serve as demonstra- 
tor till Shehiwar 1353 F. He then left for Bangalore 
on leave to receive higher education. Mr. Brij Mohan 
Lai is working in his place. The curvature of the rails 
sent by the railw^ay department was examined. The 
Combustion Engine Laboratory remained under the 
supervision of Mr. Abiid Ali Khan, who examined many 
instruments of the Applied Chemistry laboratory, besides 
doing his normal daily work. 

As in the past, this year also the Survey Camp was 
fixed in the University area. This camp functioned from 
IBth to 19th Isfandar. Prof. P. K. Grhosh xvas in charge 
of the Camp as 'well as of the I. A. T. C. Class. 

Mr. Venkat Nai’simham %vas responsible for the work 
of prepan’ng necessary maps coimected with the project 
for the students of the Subordinate Class. The work of 
^Mechanical Project for the students of ^Mechanical Engi- 
neering was completed under the supervision of Mr. Abid 
Ali l^an. The students took out the paiis of an oil 
engine and prepared detailed maps. Afterwards they* 
completed a plan for an oil engine of a different po’.ver 
and prepared its plans and estimates. 
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Mr. V. M. Gadgil remained in charge of Sports and 
Games during the year under report. Cricket, Hockey 
and Pootball matches were played this year also. 

Mr. HafizuUah continued to be the Commanding 
Officer of the Officer Training Corps, which remained 
compulsory as before for the students of the Engineering 
College. 

The Debating Society of the Engineering College 
was active throughout the year. Besides the ordinary 
meetings, extra-ordinary meetings were also hold at which 
visitors read papers. An Inter University Elocution 
competition was also held by the Society. 

The annual prize distribution ceremony of the Engi- 
neeling College was presided over by Nawab Sir Mahdi 
Yar Jung who distributed the prizes. The total number 
of books in the library of the College is 6,194 to which 19 
books were added during the year. 

Dr, S. P. Raju atteirded the annual meeting of the 
Institute of Engineers and also contributed a paper to the 
Indian Science Congress.

Dr. Mirza Shujaat Ali, who was appointed 
Demonstrator in Anatomy on the 4th of Az^ur 1353 F ., on 
probation for one year was given extension pending fur- 
ther orders.

College. The results of both tliese examinations wore 
splhndid.

This is the first occa- 
sion when a girl student got this medal. The girl stu- 
dents also took part in the Nawab Mahdi Yar Jung Essay- 
writing competition.

8 College students have had their lodg- 
ing arrangements made in the High School hostel,, as no 
separate hostel exists for the College section. The present 
College building lacks sufficient accommodation consider- 
ing the number of students in the College section. The 
need for more furniture and instruments is also being felt.

(h) Intmnediate College, Gulburga: 

Mr. Syed ZuLflqar Ali Haqqani, who was transferred 
to the Education Department as Deputy Director* of 
Public Instruction, handed over charge of the PrineipaPs 
post to Mr. Alaiiddin Ahmed. The latter worked as Prin- 
cipal till the 2nd Ardibhisht 1353 P., when he, in turn 
handed over charge to Mr. Ghulam Rabbani. At the 
close of the year, the total number of students was 126 
as against 120 last year. In the Intermediate Examina- 
tion 14 students passed out of 44. Duiing the yo&r, the 
tutorial work was arranged. The students were divided 
into a nuumher of groups, each being supervised by a 
member of the staff. A store was opened in the College 
in view of the extra-ordinary difficulties experienced 
under the present circiunstanees by the students* and 
membere of the staff in ijrocurmg food-grains.

Din-ill fi- tl )0 year under report, 59 meetings of the Terms 
rommitti'o were hold in which 1,499 new terms were 
adopted and 2730 teians coined previously were revised 
and verified. The total expenditure incurred in this con- 
nection was Rs. 1,900, which comes to 7 annas 1 pie per 
term, the corresponding- figure for the last year being 
11 annas 1 pie Professors who took part in the mfiet- 
ings of the Tei'ius Oointuilteo were not paid anything 
under tlie i-iMirganisation recently effected. 307 images 
were translated In- salaried translatoi-s durmg the year 
under review.. The aver.-ige expenditure per standard 
page comes to Rs. 9-2-10 and Es. 8-10-3 in Medicine 
and Rs. 8 in Philosophy. Tlie corresponding figures for 
ihe translation work dom* in Zoology and Botany work 
out at Rs. 4-9-2, Rs. 5-10-0 and Rs, 5-7-0 respectively 
per standard page. The work done by outside authors 
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and writers who are paid inouthly stipends by H.H.H. 
Ibe Nizam’s Government, was also supervised bj' the 
Tj'anslatiou Bureau. Maulvi Abdul Alajed Saheb has 
already^submitted tlie first part of his work, IinsJiai Majid, 
while Hakim Sham sulla Qadri lias been entrusted with 
the work of compiling’ a History of the Deeean. 

The Publications Ooiiiniittee, wJiuse convener is 'die 
Director of the Translation Bureau, held onlv' one meet- 
ing diuing the year under report in whieli four applica- 
tions were 'Submitted for the imblication and printing of 
books. A^rovisiou of iis. 5,000 has been placed at the 
disposfifi^ the Committee, but this year no help could be 
sanctioned from this provision. 

• A sum of Rs. 16,652-8-0 was realised from the sale of 
the books published by the Translation Bureau. After 
deducting the amount of conunission at the prescribed 
rate, O.S. Rs. 13,81.7-7-9 were deposited in the State 
Bank. 

The Nimmiah ohservatoryx 

Mr. T. P. Bhaskara Sastri, retired from service on 
10th Shehrawar 1353 F., and Dr. iVkbar Ali Khan, B.Sc. 
Ph.D.^took charge as Director of the Obsei-vatory. 

Both the equatorial telescopes of the Obser^'atory, 
the Seismograph and other mstriimonts were in continuous 
operation during the year as in the past. The seveii- 
incli equatorial head whi(ii was on the way to India from 
England was lost as a result of enemy action. 


The Asti'ogTaphie equatorial was, as usual, used fur 
observations. Photographs were obtained on 70 plates. 



‘ ‘ 17 to 23 ” plate constants are being revised. 21 star 
images were obtained on plates by means of this telescope ' 
and these plates were compared by means of t|je Blink 
Operator. 

The programme of work connected with the Gruble^ 
equatorial w^as continued as in previous years aitd 734 
visual estimates of brightness w^ere obtained and com- 
tiiiinicated to the British Astronomical Association as 
well as to the Harvard College Observatory. 

25 oceultation of stars by the moon were observed. 

A total number of 140 earth-quakes was recorded 
during the year. The readings of the Seismographs were 
communicated to the Indian Meteorological office for pub- 
lication in the quarterly Seismological Bulletein. Daily , 
observations of a number of w^eather elements w'ere made 
and the results eonnnunicated to the various forecasting 
centres such as Poona and Bangalore. Autograph re- 
cords w'ere obtained of the velocity, direction, and pres- 
sure of surface winds and rainfall. The monthlj" state- 
ments of obsercations were sent to the Meteorological office - 
at Poona. The highest (shade) temperature during the 
year was 111.3, W'hile the lowest minimum was 46.9. The 
average rainfall of the year dni'ing the rainy season was 
31.49 inches. Daily observations of the velocity and 
direction of surface winds w’ere made by means of pilot 
balloons and the results w'ere transiuitted to different 
piaces. The greatest height reached by the x>ilot balloon 
during the year was 16 Xmes. The usual statements 
summarising the results of pilot balloon observations 
were issued daily to Trimulgheny forecasting . Centre 

for ail* fligiits at the Air-port. 

The two Volumes All and XIII of the Astrographic 
tJatelo^e of the Xizamiah observatory are under print

COMMUNIQUE 

1. The public have already been informed tbroligh' 
a previous Connnimique that, in pursuance of His Exalted 
Hi^rhness’ Commands, a Committee was appointed to in- 
vpstif?ate certain matters connected with the Osmania 
University. 

The Executive Council defined the terms of reference 
of this Committee as follows: — 

“In the light of the recent incidents which have 
taken place in the Railway Area and the 
University, to report and submit proposals, 
after due enquiry, with a view to prevent 
such incidents from occurring in the future, 
to establish discipline in general and to 
create a better academic atmosphere in the 
University; in addition to this, if, in the 
course of enquiry, any grievances come to 
light in relation to any of the above matters, 
to suggest ways and means of redressing 
them.” 

The Committee had also been empowered, in the man- 
ner of a 001111 : of law, to call any person or document that 
it might require for evidence. The Committee, after 
detailed enquiries, has submitted its report to Government, 
which, within the tenns of reference cited above, contains 
various important recommendations for the establishment 
of disciphne, administrative reform and re-organisation 
as also in regard to grievances which came to light during 
the course of investigation. These recommendations are 
now pnder Government’s comdetatian. , , • : : ' 



Apart from the a1)ore tenns of iMjfcreijce the C»an- 
mittee had also been requested to furnish tlie ITuivf.'.rsit\ 
Council separately Avith the eonclusiojis ei ri ved at, in thti 
light jof information gathered in this eoniiedion during 
the course of the inveslignticjns, on the spec-ial in-tdlt-ni of 
disciplinary action against certain students. 

Before referring to the Committee’s views on this 
part of the enquiry it is necessary to gir'e a brief account 
of the incidents which recently ocerrrred between tire Rail- 
way authorities arrd the studerrts of the Univerrsity. 

2. Orr the 6th Dai 1353 P. (lltlr Rovenrber 1943), 
Ramchander, a student of the University, Avho had given 
a A’^rong name, Avas arrested at the Kachigiida Railway 
JStatioir on the charge of using a stolen Railway Pass. 
The next day, when Ramchander Avas being hi ken to 
Secunderabad, some University students also trayelliiig 
by the same train, forcibly released Mm from custody and 
took him to the University in procession. There, despilo 
the remonsti'ations of the authorities, they staged a de- 
monstration and some of them made pi’ovocative speeches, 
against the University authorities. 

After this attempts were made to organise strilves in 
different Colleges arrd processions Avorc taken out. Ram- 
chander Avas not onJy released from laAvful custody but 
was not surrendered to the Police for some time.. Later, 
Ramchander surrendered himself to the UniA^ersity 
authorities and was released on bad 03i production before 
the court. On luvestigation sufficient evidence AAns found 
by the UniA^ersity authorities aganst Ranidiaiider and, as 
the students ’ representatwes preferred disciplinaiy action 
by the University to Judicial punishment, the University 
rusticated Mm for the period of one year. In view of 
tMs punishment, which was intimated to the Secunderabad 



Magistrate during the course of the hearing of the chse, 
the court deemed any further penal sentence unnecessary 
and released Ramchander with a warning. 

3. In regard to the other offending students* the 
I’oinmittee has uuanimously expressed the following 
opinion:—

also involve legal offences, it is desirable 
that some punishment should be awarded to 
those responsible for them. 

The question of punishment is of utmost importance ; 
iho Committee has, therefore, particularly discussed this 
problem both with the teachers and tlie students. Two 
conflicting views were expressed before the Committee: 
according to one view, severe treatment of the students 
would not produce a good result; the other view, which is 
endorsed by the majority, is that on account of the 
leniency shown in the past the attitude of the students is 
getting so bad that, if severe action is not taken even at 
this stage, they may be led to commit such acts in future as 
may be highly dangerous. The majority of the witnesses 
are agreed in the view that the fact that no action was taken 
against the students after the report of Sir Venkata Subba 
Kao’s Conunittee has had a very adverse effect. Some 
professors have emphatically stressed in their evidence 
llmt if severe action is not taken against the students it 
will pro\-e very harm ful for the University, that it will not 
be possible to mainiaiij disciplu It! among the students,. 
Eor these reasons, in the opinion of the Committee, the 
question of punishment is beset with difficulties. Both 
proposals— that no action be taken at all against the stu- 
dents or that severe action shoulld be taken— are too ex- 





treme* Therefore, a middle course should be adopted 
^vhich mil achieve the purpose for which pimishmeiit is 
Ix'ing g^veii; that is that the offeiidiug students be led to 
realise their errors aiid be induced to eorreid them ; and 
tliat it serve as a lesson to other students and preserve them 
from such errors. 

It has l)eeu stated in detail in the evidence given re- 
garding' the pres(‘iit disturbances as to which of the stu- 
dents took the leading part and the maimer in which the 
conspiracy was formed. An accidental occurrence was 
deiiljerately presented by them in a provocative manner 
and other students misled ; this event was used as a cloak 
under cover of which they ventilated old grievances, whe- 
ther legitimate or otherwise; by these means not only did 
.they insult the Univemty authorities but, by creating 
distui'bauees in other educational institutions, were res- 
ponsible for the unn|pssar}’- dislocation of their studies. 

The actions of some of the students, which emerge 
from the records, are not such as can be ignored. Such 
acts give an indication of their criminal mentality and, 
certainly, can in no way be characterised as the innocent 
escapades of students. It has been proved from the evi- 
dence that: — 

(1) Syed Shah Balighuddin, a student of the IV 
Year class (History and Politics), was, from 
the beginning, one of those who took part in 
the release from custody and a constant 
companion of the released student, Eam- 
chander. He, as the ring-leader, took a pro- 
minent part on every occasion and in every 
proceeding. He delivered a speech against 
the J^ro-Viee-Chaneellor, egged-on the stii- 
d§nt^ made provocative speeches. He 
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hiibiiecl the students 'vvitli tlie idea of not sur- 
rendering the arrested student, made efforts, 
in concert with his supporters, to induce stu- 
dents to leave their classes and e 2 ipi*essed 
want of confidence in the Yice-Chancellor’s 
speech. He made an offensive speech after 
the Chancellor’s si)eech and has not express- 
ed, so far, any regret for his actions. His 
X>resent attitude of mind is highly prejudicial 
and detrimental to the preservation of dis- 
cipline in the University. 

(2) Syed Athar Husam, a student of LL.B, 

(Final), was the light-hand man of Syed 
Balighuddin in all the occurrences •which 
took place since the Kachiguda Railway 
Station incident, in that he aicled and abetted 
Balighuddin in inciting and provoking stu- 
dents on all occasions. His mental attitude 
is in no way different from that of Baligh- 
iiddin. 

(3) Grhulam Mahhiib Ansari, son of Grhulam Das- 

tagir, a student of the LL.B. (Fmal) 
class was present at the Kachiguda Sta- 
tion at the time of the incident. Although he 
has endeavoured to screen his acts, it is* clear 
from the records of this case that he took a 
leading part in rescuing the arrested student 
and other illegal actions and deliberately 
suppressed the facts of the case. 

(4) Abdul Aziz Qure^, a student of the IV Tear 
, class, was also present at the Station and 

played a prominent part ;in rescuing and 
earr jfiag away RaMohan 
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The imanimoiis opinion of the Committee is that all 
these students should be mstieated for one year each. Al- 
though 8hah Balighnddin’s conduct was of .such a nature 
that hts expulsion from the TTniversity for good would 
Jiave been justifiable, the Committee, taking info cousi- 
decatfon all tlie (dremnstanees of the case, has recomnicnd- 
'"d only one yeai‘'S inisti cation for him as well in order that 
he may be afforded an opportunity of reforming and that 
his mental outlook may change for the better. 

In addition to these four students the conduct of the 
following three students,, too, was found objectionable : — 

^1) Ahmed Khan, a student of the M.,\. Final 
(Economics), delivered a provocative speech 
and associated with the ahove-mentioned 
students but did not take a very prominent 
part."^ The Committee recommends that he 
should he given a chance. In case he 
offers an unqualified apolog>' and gives an 
undertaking in writing not to paidicipate in 
such agitation in future he may be pardon- 
ed; failing this he may be rusticated till the 
commencement of the next academic session 
( Shehrewar 1353 F.) . 

(2) Onkar Per^ad, a student of the B.Sc. (First 
year), Was not present at the time of the 
occuiTence but associated vith the alwve 
students subsequently. Buring the course 
of his evidence, recorded by tbe (kutnnittee 
on the 27th Isfandar 1353 F., he considers, 
to a certain extent, the action of the students 
as wrong and appears to ix^ret his own par- 
ticipation, Hence we are of opinion that he, 
too, may ixi imrdoned if he offers an nnquali- 
. fled apology. Otherwise, he may be* rusti- 
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cated till the commencement of the next TTni- 
versitj session (Sh'ehrewar 1353 K 
may be obsei’ved in this connection that 
Onkar Pershad is among those representa- 
tives of the students, having regard to whose 
conduct, we had expressed our final opinion 
for rustication. There is, however, a slight 
difference, while Onkar Pershad has express-, 
ed regret by admitting his mistakes to some 
extent, some of his other associates, on being 
■ asked, have refused completely to express 
any regret or to tender any apology. Prom 
the improper attitude of mind of some of 
these it was so obvious that no apology aniuld 
be expected from them that it was hot felt 
* necessary even to ask them such a question. 

(3) Although Khaja ahulam Mohammed, a stu- 
dent of the LL.B. (Previous), was not pre- 
sent at the Station he subsequently took a 
prominent part and other evidence points to 
the illegal acts committed by him. His own 
statement proves that he shared the views of 
the agitators among the students. In view 
of the circumstances of the case we propose 
the same punishment for him as for Ah'med 
IChan and Onkar Pershad. That is, in case 
he offers an unqualified apology and gives an 
imdeifaking, in writing, that he will not in- 
dulge in such agitation in future he may be 
pardoned ; otherwise he too may be rusticated 
till the commencement of the next academic 
session (Shehrewar 1353 F.). 

It is necessary to impress fully on these students thai 
if th^ make any attempt to indulge, in any demonstrationiv 



against the TTniversity or if their parti eipation in sneh de- 
monstrations is proved, the period of their imstieation ^vill 
be extended and it mil not be improbable, in the eireum- 
stances, if this leads to their expulsion from the University, 
ft should be made clear to other students ns well that if 
the/ participate in undesirable demonstrations or cxpTe.ss 
sympathy for the students who are guilty in the eyes of 
Government and the University, they, too, shall be regard- 
ed as abettors and shall be proceeded against. 

• The misbehaviour of some of the students has led to 
their actions being labelled “Goondaism”. This, which 
is recorded on the file, is in our opinion, a blemish on the 
University but, as sufficient evidence was not forthcoming 
in the course of the enquiry to prove it, we are not in a 
‘ position to put forward special proposals with a view to 
its cheek. It will, however, be the duty of the authorities 
to warn such students and to keep them under special 
observation; and, if they do not incline to reform, to take 
prompt measures against them. 

We are prepared to concede that legitimate grievances 
may be put forward by the students personalty or to the 
extent of the student community in an orderly manner and 
such action on their part would not at all be objectionable 
or illegal. But to endeavour to induce other students to 
Join them and to interfere in the studies of other ( 'olleges 
by parading in the City is a mischievous act; therefore a 
severe punishment should he prescribed for strikes and 
hartals and when students of one College go to other Col- 
leges and compel the students there to strike the severest 
possible punishment should be meted out. 

In connection with the disciplinary action proposed 
against the offending students it is deemed necessary to 
make oliear th^t these offenders include also the four repre- 
sentatove^w %e students to whom the Vice-Chancellor iiS i; 
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said to have p3*oniised that they ^vould not be victimised if 
they, as representatives of the students, put forwai’d^their 
j^Tievanccs and demands. The Oommittee has paid due 
reo’ard to this nndertahin" and the disciplinary ahtion 
ayainst them has been proposed not because they put for- 
waj'd the grievances as I’opi’esentatives oF the students hut 
because of the illegal acts committed by them before and 
after the incident. Immunity from victimisation does 
not imply that all their illegal acts should also be over- 
looked. 

The Oommittee opines that if other students organise 
strikes or stage demonstrations on account of the disci- 
plinary action taken against the students referred * to 
above, the authorities should immediately adopt such pre- 
ventive measui-es as may he deemed necessary having re- 
gard to the type of demonstrations. In future all such stu- 
dents as participate in strikes and demonstrations should 
not be admitted to tlie University until they submit ■written 
apologies vith proper assurances. The adoption of such 
measures, the Clommittee believes, would excluude the pos- 
sibility of the I'ecurrence of such impleasant incidents. 

In this connection it is desirable to make clear that in 
proposing disfiijlinary action we have taken the following 

points into consideration. : — 

Mrstly, we could not ascertain the names of all 
those student?? who participated in reseuiug 
Ramcliander from custody and were I’espon- 
sibl(? for not siirrendering him to the Police 
and the Court for a considerable period ; but, 
because, legally, every abettor is liable to and 
should he dealt with in the same manner as 
the real oft'ender, therefore, despite our iii- 
abi lity to discover the names of all the offen- 
ders, we have proposed such' discipluiaiy 



action as appeared suitable under the TTni- 
TersitT Regulations against all those students 
who wei'(^ found for certain tola; the abettors. 

Secondly, if disciplinary action nirici- the rnicer- 
sity regulations is liot rahen and h is decithnl 
to uYciiook the matter —as sonic ])i'ol:{*ssurs 
have {expressed the view that disci ])]inaiy 
action after such a long time would not be 
desirable — it may be made c](>ar that, .should 
tbe students i-eferred to above be left un- 
punished, it is apprehended that they Jiiay be 
prosecuted under provisions of tlnj l^enal 
Code. In this event there is ewny possibility 
of theii- receiving sentences finm the Court 
which will be .disgraceful for the University 
and disagreeable to Coverninenl. 

On submission of the above opinion of tiie Conunittee 
to the University Council at its meeting on the 29th zirdi- 
behisht 1353 F., with the exception of one !Meniber who 
was opposed to the reduction of punishraent and whu 
favoured the iiiflictioh of a collective punishment for all 
students, it was decided that: 

“The following students may be rusticated for one 
year in connection with the incidents of the 6th T)ai 1353 F., 
and subsequent developmnts. 

1. Syed Shah Balighuddin (student of the Fourth 

year class) . 

2. Syed Athar Husain (LL.B. Final). 

' 3. G-hulain Mahboob Ansari (LL.B. Final). 

4. . Ahdtd Aziz Qttreshi (Fourth year) .

But, if tlu'ir conduct .during the next year be satisfac- 
they niaA' be allowed to appear for the Unirei-siiy 
dxainiiiatious to be held in 1354 F. The attendance ac- 
ejjted for the examination in 1353 F., will also be deeiijed 
ufficient for the examinations in 1354 F. 

The following students will be pardoned if the;f ex- 
r. ess an unqualified apology for the incident on the 6th 
)ai and subsequent developments and give an midertaldng, 
n miting, that they will not participate in such agitation 
n future. Otherwise they may be rusticated till the com- 
aeiicement of the next academic session, that is, till SKeh- 
ewar 1353 F. 

1. Ahmad Khan (M.A. Final). 

2. Oiikar Pershad (B. Sc. Preliminary). 

3. Khaja Ohulam Mohammed (TjL.B. Prelimi- 

nary). 

It was also decided that immedite effect may be given 
0 these resolutions. If the other students express 
ympathy with the offending students or do not appear for 
he examinations they may be dealt with severely. And 
f examinees absent themselves from examinations no 
ither examination should be held for them.” 
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
